ItoNtiON, Rep*. 24. — A terrific explosion 
lias occurred in the rocket factory of the 
Woolwich arsenal, by which a large num- 
ber of persons were killed an.l wounded, 
ami the building and those immediately 
surrounding it were badly wrecked. As 
far as can be learned at present, the dis- 
aster resulted from the mysterious explo- 
sion of one of a bunch ui rockets, the 
k parks from which igniting others set 
tliem off, one after another, with fightoing 
rapidity. A regular fueilade ensued, the 
missiles exploding in all directions with 
deafening detonations, resembling the 
firing of numerous batteries 
of urtillery. The workmen lie- 
came panic-atricken, and fled pre- 
cipitately from the building, knocking 
down one anothejr in their mad hast* to 
get out of the place. In this way many 
lost their lives by being trampled to death, 
while scores of others were either killedor 
wounded by the explosion of the rockets. 
Great excitement prevails in the vicinity 
of the explosion, and ambulances are 
rushing to and from the various hospitals 
in all directions loaded down with the 
dead and wounde.L No definite estimate 
of the number killed and wounded can be 
given at the present time, as the continued 
explosions prevent the sending in. oi ex- 
ploring parties. 

The explosives caused a fearful destrnc- 
tion of property throughout the town and 
in the surrounding district. The fire was 
extinguished at noon, when the rockets 
ceased tlieir explosions. Old soldiers de- 
clare the explosions of the rockets during 
t lie fire were as frightful as if occurring in 
actual seige. Two bodies of the victims 
have been found. Some ol the war rock- 
ets were projected a distance of five miles. 
One of them went through the wall of the 
into*] and another struck the artillery

The exploding rockets literally bom- 
barded the town ol Woolwich, Two houses 
have been completely wrecked, Mid explo- 
sions occurred in the infant school an.l 
sevcrul grocers' establishments.

BEAUREGA RD O N BUTLER 

a Ronutnoe of the Urent Rebellion 
Now Flrat Told. 

BoOToit, Sept 24. — The New York 
World prints an interview with General 
Beauregard, in which that gentleman ami 
toldier tells the following story of kind- 
ness done him by General Butler when 
the latter was in command at New Or- 
igans; 

I left home suddenly February 23 18fil, 
having resigned from the United States 
Corps of Kngineers, on the call of the pro- 
visional government of the Confederacy, 
at Montgomery, Ala. I expected nt that 
time to return in ahout a fortnight to 
command in Louisiana, where I had been 
stationed for many yean. Instead, I was 
ordered to Charleston, S. C, thence to 
Manassas, thence to West Tennessee, etc.. 
to the end of the war, remaining tth-eni 
from home four years and three months. 
When I started •from New Orleans Mrs. 
Beauregard was m very bad health anil 1 
was compelled, to leave her with her own 
family to be taken care of; hence I wa 
extremely anxious to return to be with 
her, but in war a soldier belongs 
first to his country and then to his family. 
Shortly after New Orleans was taken poi 
session of by the Federals my wife ami 
family — composed only of ladies, the- gen 
tlemen having gone to tbe war — receive.! 
an order from I leneral Butler's chief guar 
termaster to vacate their house in forty 
eight hours, as it was to be occupied h\ 
Federal officers. An <dd friend of the 
family, Or. Mercer, who was well ae 
quaintcd with General Butler, went t.. him 
to remonstrate against such a proceeding 
and to explain the condition of Mrs. Beau 
regard's health. General Butler at once 
countermanded the order, which, he said, 
hod been given without his a|>proval. 
Moreover, he sent a guard to protect the 
house from farther intrusion, bnt the la- 
dies requested the guard to be withdrawn, 
which was done. The war progressed 
with variable results, while Mrs. Beaure- 
gard's health became worse and worst. A . 
last, in the early spring of 1H.;4, it be. :un 
erident to her physician and her family thai 
she had not long to live. Our goixl ol 
friend, Dr. Mercer, again went to Qener 
Bntler to know if there were n<> po-si'-' ni 
of ui v seeiu" one more the tender an ' 
loving wife from wh >in I had b«vn so • ; 

He im II 
diately turned to his d.-sk, and with hi 
characteristic promptness wrote an IB COD 
ditional pass, which rtulh wized me to entoi 
his lines and to couie to > T ew Orl. an 
Where I could remain unmolested as I..n 
as circumstances rejuired mv proem 
there. That wits a noble net, for which i 
shall ever lie grateful. It is doubtful, in 
my mind, whether ninny officers of the 
T'niied States service would hav. 
been will ng to assume such a re 
spoe-ihility without first referring the 

natter to the War Department at 
Wellington. \Yh"n I received the 
pass Charleston was threatened with an- 
other sorbins attack, and General Seymour 
of the United States Army was about to 
leave Jacksonville, Fla., on an expedition 
ecrcw North Florida, thanoe to tne Qui! 

of Mexico, and I was organizing a fore 
to check his march, which was done short- 
ly after bv Generals Finnigan and Col- 
quitt, at the battle of Oulstce or Ocean 
Pond. I was thus placed in the paiutul 
dilemma of selecting between my duty ti^ 
a commander and my i lection a* 
a husband. I declined the pass 
so generously tendered.

Another Enterprise. 

Articles incorporating the North East- 
Kentucky Telephone Association 
were filed at the office of the County 
Clerk on the 24th inst., by Messrs. J. J. 
Wood, T. J. Chenoweth, H. C. Barkley, 
J. C. Owens and W. W. Holton, of this 
city ; W. H. Howe, of Morefleld ; t). S. 
Doming, of Mt. Olivet; J. T. Wilson, of 
Mayslick, and Henry Pyles, of Sardis. 

The corporation is formed for the pur- 
pose of constructing and operating a tel- 
ephone line from Maysville to Carlisle 
by way of Lewisburg, Helena, Mayslick, 
Peed's store, Oak Woods and Blue 
Licks ; to be branched from Helena to 
Elizaville, by way of Johnson's Station, 
and from Mayslick to Mt. Olivet, by 
way of Shannon and Sardis, and a line 
from Maysville to Brooksville, by way of 
Fern Leaf and (iennantown. The capi- 
tal stock of the association is to be $1U,- 
000, divided into shares of $23 each, of 
which $8,000 uAi already been subset il>- 
ed. The principal place of. transacting 
the business of the Association is Mays- 
ville, and the work is to begin immedi- 
ately.

A MaysTllle Girl Abroad. 

iTit.AUici.rMiu, Pa., Sept. 20, 1883. 
Editor Jiulhtin : I promised you in my 
last letter that I would give you a de- 
scription of Fairmount Park and the 
Mint. I will now try to fulfill my prom- 
ise. I have been to other places of in- 
terest since then, and will also try to give 
you a description of them. On Monday 
we started for the park, stoppirg on our 
way at the Eastern Penitentiary of Penn- 
sylvania. This building is situated on 
Fairmount Avenue on the north, and 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth streets 
on the east and west, and Corinthian 
Avenue on the south. Our tickets of 
admission were procured from Richard 
Vaux. Esq.. Superintendent of the Peni- 
tentiary. This is a massive and beauti- 
ful structure of grey sand-stone, built i i 
the Gothic style. The entrance is situa- 
ted about midway of the buildiug on 
Fairmount Avenue. On entering we 
presented our tickets to the door-keeper, 
who then gave us ticket* of return. 
Then proceeding along the main passage 
way a distance of about two hundred 
feet brought us to the central forum of 
the building, and registering our names 
we were then conducted through the 
building by one of the OTerseere. First 
wo were conducted to one of the cells on 
the first floor, which was a spacious and 
well ventilated compartment, neat, clean, 
furnished with a cot, table, uas, water 
and a clock. The walls, as a general 
rule, throughout the entire building, are 
whitewashed once a week by the prison- 
er occupying the cell. Proceeding up 
stairs we were admitted to one of the 
cells which was similar to thoBO on the 
first floor. Then we we went to the li- 
brary. This contains two thousand vol- 
umes of useful and interesting books. 
The prisoners can select two books a 
week of their own choice, and can keep 
them out two weeks. From there we 
proceeded to the kitchen where the 
cooking is done by steam. Adjoining 
this is the bakery, where seven men are 
busily engaged making about three 
thousand loaves of bread a day. Then 
returning to the central forum we took a 
view of the corridors, which are seven 
in number. At present there are nine 
hundred and ninety-four prisoners con- 
fined in this prison, of which thirty-four 
are females. I could give you a fuller 
account of this place, but space will not 
permit me to do so. 

Leaving the prison we proceeded down 
Fairmount Avenue to the park. This 
park contains two thous md seven htin- 
dred and thirtv acres. On entering we 
stopped at the Pompeian Museum. This 
is a low structure, built on the Pompeian 
style. The interior of this building is 
handsomely frescoed, and contains thir- 
ty-four views of the ruins of Pompeii 
The most interesting ones are " The 
House of Cornelius Rufus," " The Gen- 
eral Panonnia of Pompeian Excava- 
tions," "The Amphitheatre," "The 
House of a Tragic Poet," and '' The Last 
Eruption of Vesuvius." Then proceed- 
ing along the river road we arrived ;*t 
the Water Works.. This is a low struct- 
ure of white marble, which contains 
about twenty-five powerful pumps; these 
are set in motion by large turbine water 
wheels. After leaving there we went to 
the Observatory, which is situated on 
Lemon Hill. This is a large iron struct- 
ure, erected by the Plnpnixville Iron 
Works. It is about four hundred feet 
above the level of the Schuylkill river. 
Looking from the top of this structure 
you have a fine view of the city. From 
thence, proceeding along a handsome 
drive, we passed the children's piny 
ground, on our way to Memorial Hall. 
This is one of the in my buildings erected 
during the Centennial Exposition. It is 
built of granite, and is used as a State 
Museum. It contuns a lar_e collection 
of paintings, statuary, models of differ- 
ent cities, etc. From '.here we went to 
Horticultnr.il Hail. The interior of this 
building contains a larue collection of 
r r>- and exotic plants. From the west- 
ern balcony of this building can l>e seen 
numerous fountains, flower beds and 
statuary, which I have not time nor 
space to de»- ribe. Mr. Editor, I have 
given you the description of one day's 
i-troll "through the park, but of course 
this is only a small portion of what can 
be seen there. 

On returning from the park we stop- 
ped at the Mint. This is located on 
Chestnut street, near Broad. It is built 
of marble, Gothic style. On entering w e 
were met by a guide who showed us 
through the building,, and pointed out 
to us all the items of interest. We saw 
gold and silver bulion, and the process of 
smelting, rolling, stamping, and the coin- 
ihg of money. Then we went to the muse- 
um of the Mint, where are shown all 
the different coins and metals of this 
and other countries. Not having time 
at present to give any further notes, I 
will close, promising to give you more 
interesting details in my next letter.
